Horse Shoes on a New Principle. — A 
Philadelphia mechanic has constructed 
a horse shoe in such a manner that it re- 
quires no nails and can be put on by 
any one without the aid of a blacksmith. 
Attached to the shoe is a llange extend- 
j ing aiound the hoof, and at the back of 
I the shoe, which lies over the frog of the 
i horse's foot, is a joint, held in its place 
by a screw, which allows the *hoe to 
open and close, so as to accommodate 
itself to the size of the hoof, between 
the hoof and the plate is placed a layer 
of gulta perch a, for the purpose of pre- 
venting injury to the hoof or leg of the 
horse by concussion, while running over 
hard roads or streets. The mechanism 
is very simple, and the cost much below 
that of ordinary shoes.

This class of per- 
sons pay no poll or head tax, and there- 
fore, the privilege which the bonilide vo- 
ter is compelled to pay for, by an act of 
the Legislature, is trampled upon, and 
becomes no privilege at all. If a regis- 
try law was passed, these itinerant per- 
sons, who pay no taxes, could not vote, 
as they would not be in the county in 
time to register their names. We hope 
that Governor Morebead will see the ne- 
cessity of such a law, and give the ser- 
vants of the people, a chance to enact 
one that will suit the demand.

QCT^Having been frequently solicited 
by different citizens to analyze the wa- 
ter of the well in the Court-house yard 
at Cynthiana, and learning that a gen- 
tleman attached to the corps of State Ge- 
ologist, had recently made an examina- 
tion ol the water, 1 concluded to make 
a regular analysis. 

1 commenced my mauipulatioi s some 
'.I weeks since, but on having two other 
analyses to complete immediately, 1 
have been unable to prepare the present 
paper sooner. • 

Now, to give your readers some idea 
ol what an analy.-H is, 1 will give a faint 
desCfiptfcM of the process 1 adopted 
in the present case, to determine the 
gaseous elements of the water, a given 
quantity in of the unfettered solution 
taken immediately from the well was 
placed in a tubulated retort connected 
with a solution of acetate of the protox- 
ide of lead, heat being th n applied, the 
free gases are all expelled at, or near the 
boiling point of the solution, and precip- 
itated by salt of lead in the form ol car- 
bonate and sulphide of lead, this precip- 
itate is divided by a process too compli- 
cated to be interesting to the general 
reader, the quantity of free carbonic and 
solphydrie acid gases are determined fr'm 
their combinations with the lead, the 
boilirg solution from which the free gas- 
es have thus been eliminated, is pre- 
cisely saturated with solution of Chlor- 
ide of barium until it ceases to form a 
precipitate; this precipitate (sulphate and 
carbonate of barytes) is rapidly collect- 
ed upon a filter, dried and weighed, then 
washed continuously with boiling solu- 
tion of chloride of ammonium which de- 
solves the carbonate of barytes without 
materially decomposing the sulphate, the 
latter is again dried and weighed, then 
it the double precipitate weighs P — the 
weight of the carbonate will be P, minus 
the weight ol the sulphate, from this 
double precipitate, we determine the 
quantity of combined sulphuric and car- 
bonic acids. 

The filtered liquid is then supersatu- 
rated with nutric acid and evaporated to 
dryness, by which process the combined 
sulphydric acid w tlccomposed and con- 
verted into sulphuric. The salt dissolved 
in boiling distilled water is precipitated 
again precisely with solution of baryta, 
which eliminates the sulphuric acid for- 
med by the decomposition of the sulphu- 
rets, then from the weight of this last 
dried sulphate ft, we can compute the 
quantity of sulphydric acid thus — n rep- 
resents the weight of sulphate of baryta, 
sulphuric acid and baryta combine in 
the proportion ■ o 3, or in equivalents, 
■ulpber lo\ and 03Tgeft (3 times 8) :>A,— 
sulphuric acid and* baryta G8-C4 x 08— 
70 01 oxyde of barytes. 

Then ihe weight ft consisting of sul- 
phur in the proportion of 10 lo 24 x 70, 
01, or 10 to .00,04 baryta, and oxy- 
g< n. Then-l-HJ.tM times n divided by 
10 the equivleut number ofthe weight of 
sulphur, which will combine as suiphy 
dric acid in the proportion of sulphur fG 
ami it) drogen 1-17, instead of 40 as com- 
bined in the sulphuric acied in which e- 
quivftlentit has existed in the nrnter; the 
chlorobydlio acid is next determined 
from a second solution evaporated io 
dr. aeas, dissolve in water and precipi- 
tated as before, with solutiou of bftrj tn.- 
The boding filtered solution is now pre- 
cipitated with solution of nitrate of pro- 
toxyde oi silver, which precipitates the 
ehlorohydric acid with the remains of 
ihe sulphydric, as chloride and sulphide 
•f silver this precipitate is. tieated with 
nitric Bcid, and washed repeatedly with 
boiling water, which dissolves the sul- 
phate thus loi int deleaving the chloride 
nearly pure, then from the weight qt ol 
the dried chloride of .-ilv< r, we determine 
the quantity of chlorodydric aeid by a 
fornittia similar to that used in the de- 
termination of the sulphydric acid; so 
much far the gases. 

We now evaporate a given quantity 
ofthe water to dryness when we dissol- 
ve the residue in distilled water this will 
leave the carbonates of lime and mag- 
nesia, (which are no longer soluble in 
water) with free sulphur as a precipitate, 
this precipitate is dissolved, except the 
sulpher with chiorohydric acid and again 
added to the salts, they are then supei- 
saturated with chiorohydric and sulphu- 
ric acids evaporated and heated to red- 
ness, this seperates the silicic acid, leav- 
ing th* alkalies, and alkaline earths in the 
state of sulphates; the precipitate is 
washed and by tests is found to be silic- 
ic acid, (sand,) the solution of sulphates 
is supersaturated with carbonate of am- 
monia, together with the washing of the 
silicic acid, precipitating the carbonates 
of alumina and lime, they are collected 
upon a filter dried .veighed and redissoj- 
ved in chiorohydric acid; the lime is then 
eliminated as an oxalate by oxalate of 
ammonia, the alumina is precipitated 
with solution of hydrate of potassa and 
redissolved by the same regent, thus pro- 
ving its character. 

The old solution is again evaporated 
to dryness, dissolved in water, a little so- 
of chloride of ammonium, and chiorohy- 
dric acid aeded; it is now precipitated 
with phosphate of ammonia, very pre- 
cisely whhh throws down the magnesia 
as a compound phosphate, which is 
dried, weighed and determined. 

The filteaed liquid now contains only 
potash, soda and ammonia, sufficient so- 
lution of chloride ol barium is now add- 
ed to exactly precipitate the sulphuric 
acid, combined with the salts; from this 
amount of acid in the sulphates compar- 
ed with the previous weight of the. sul- 
phates, we arrive by a tedious algebraic 
calculation, at the ouanfie" ~r.i 
it- '

iicb, irom the known combining equiva- 
lents of their elementary constituents, — 
this formula 1 will omit as too tedious 
and uninteresting to the general reader; 
the resulting liquid is then treated and 
tested until all else is removed, but hy- 
drates of potassa and soda.

It will be perceived that this water is 
characterized by its hardntss and by the 
sulphur it contains; it is weak in any 
medicinal quality, having sulphur enou- 
gh to render it harsh and unpleasant to 
the taste, without containing sufficient 
to be useful. 

The amt. of gases held in solution is 
very variable at different times; it is fre- 
quently seen clouded with a faint bluish 
while precipitate when tirst drawn, this 
is caused by the deposition of free sul- 
phur anil lime, from the escape of the 
gases holding it in solution, there are no 
traces of iron or iodine. 

1 will make some more remarks on 
this water and our lime stone waters in 
general, pointing out a process by which 
they can be easily and cheaply softened 
for was. ing or culinary uses, in the 
course of a lew .veeks, as soon as 1 have 
time to experiment properly on the sub- 
ject.
